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Special  Lectures. 

The  spc-uiul  couist'  of  s])t(ial  Iccluics 
for  tlu-  prt'si'tit  si'ssioii  of  tlic  Hihlc 
Training  Srliool  was  th'livcicd  dining 
tlu'  third  week  of  .lanuary  hy  tlir  Uvw 
H.  W.  Frost,  of  IMiiladrlphia.  Director 
of  the  China  Inland  Mission  for  Nortli 
America.  The  evening  lectines  wei-e 
devoted  to  tlie  Deity  of  Christ  and  the 
Atonement.

They 
were  accompanied  with  that  spiritual 
grace  and  imjuessivene-ss  which  mark 
all  Mr,  Fi-ost's  addiesses.  It  woidd  lie 
haid  to  over-estimate  their  influence 
upon  the  lives  of  the  students.

During  the  absence  of  Dr.  Harris  in 
California,  which  is  referred  to  in  an- 
othei-  pai-agraph,  his  place  in  the  ckiss 
work  is  being  supplied  by  the  Rev.  Dr.
